NU Chancellor Qets New Residence 


The University of Nebraska 


has acquired a $99,500 borne 
for a new chancellor's resi- 
dence. 


Acquisition of the house in 


The Knolls, termed "large 
enough to accommodate ISO to 
200 persons at official func- 
tions," climaxed a three-year 
search for a new home for 
NU's top administrator. 


The lease-purchase agree- 


ment with the University of 


Nebraska Foundation, buying 
the three-year-old home from 
Electric Properties Inc., re- 
ceived unanimous approval at 
the NU Board of Regents 
meeting Monday. 


According to Foundation 


President Harry R. Haynie, 
the property will be leased to 
the University for $475 per 
month or $5,700 per year. The 
school will have the option to 
purchase the home for $1,000 


at the end of the 35-year 
lease, or anytime during the 
lease, he laid. 


The house on lot 41 In the ex- 


clusive Knolls section south 
of Lincoln is occupied by Mr. 
and Mrs. Paul Schorr, owners 
of 
Commonwealth Electric 


Co. The home is "excellently 
qualified for official functions 
and use by the chancellor of 
the University," Haynie said. 


Chancellor Clifford Hardin 


and his family will be able 
to move in "within the next 
60 days," Haynie estimated. 


The present residence for 


NU chancellors, at 2110 A, was 
acquired in 1938, according to 
Joseph Soshnik, vice chancel- 
lor for business and finance, 
and is "50 to 60 years old." 


Soshnik said the present 


residence would probably be 
sold after the Hardins move. 


Psychiatrist Says Pope Gave 
'Self-Destructive' Responses

Neuro-psychiatric specialist 


Dr. John D. Baldwin testified 
Monday that Duane E. Pope 
"had a marked and sub- 
stantial impairment in mak- 
ing free and voluntary state- 
ments" to law officers follow- 
ing his arrest in Kansas City 
June 11. 


Dr. Baldwin also said during 


oral arguments on a defense 
motion to suppress c e r t a i n 
evidence secured by the gov- 
ernment, including two con- 
fessions signed by Pope in 
Kansas City, that Pope would 
"give self-destructive an- 
swers" and answered ques- 
tions as put to him by FBI 
agents because "that is what 
he thinks is expected of him." 


Federal District Judge Rob- 


ert Van Pelt will rule on the 
motion Tuesday after conclu- 
sion of arguments which be- 
gan Monday afternoon a n d 
which saw the 22-year-old 
Pope take the witness stand 
to relate in his own words the 
events of June 11 and 12 fol- 
lowing his arrest. 


Triple Slaying 


Pope is charged with slay- 


ing three bank officials and 
wounding a fourth during a 
bank holdup just four d a y s 
after he was graduated with 
a bachelor of science degree 
from McPherson (Kan.) Col- 
lege. 


Pope's lawyers, R o b e r t 


Crosby and Wallace Rudolph, 
called the defendant and the 
psychiatrist to the stand in 
an effort to convince J u d g e 
Van Pelt that Poe's constitu- 
tional rights to counsel and 
a g a i n s t self-incrimination 
were violated in the taking of 
the statements. 


Earlier Monday, a day fully 


occupied with legal maneu- 
vers in anticipation of the 
trial for the accused triple 
slayer-bank-robber, J u d g e 
Van Pelt over-ruled a govern- 
ment motion to move the trial 
to North Platte and said that 
the trial would begin Monday, 
Nov. 1, in Lincoln. 


During the hearing P o p e 


told the court that he w a s 
"rather hesitant" about sign- 
ing the statements for the FBI 
men, but that he did it be- 
cause "they wanted me to." 


Asked Why 


He said he asked his inter- 


rogators "why I would do a 
thing like this," and they sug- 
gested that he was trying to 
"commit a perfect crime," or 
he did it "for this girl," "for 
my parents," or "just to go 
on a big fling." 


Pope admitted that law of- 


ficers had repeatedly advised 
him that he could call an at- 
torney and he refund. 


He also said he was offered

Mends, but declined, "becau 
I didn't want to see a n y of 
them." 


Dr. Baldwin testified that 


he based, his opinion that 
Pope's ability to make volun- 
tary statements to law offi- 
cers was impaired on the re- 
sults of three psychiatric ex- 
aminations, the defendant's 
historical background and 
psychological tests. 


The. psychiatrist said that 


involved were "conscious fac- 
tors," such as ego strength 
and gullibility, "unconscious 
ego-defense mechanisms 
— 


the obsession of why he did 
it" and internal drives, the 


most important of which is a 
"self-destructive urge and a 
masochistic nature." 


He described Pope's sub- 


conscious view of himself as 
that of "a weak, good-hu- 
mored good boy who always 
did what he was. told." 


During cross-examination of 


Pope, U.S. District Atty. 
Theodore Richling, who heads 
the prosecution, said that por- 
tions of the two confessions 
outline a "plan" for the Big 
Springs holdup. 


Pope said he signed the 


statements knowing that the 
plan was included, but said he 
never told government 


agents that he had a plan. 


Prior to the hearing Judge 


Van Pelt over-ruled a request 
by the defense to bar the pub- 
lie from the courtroom dur- 
ing arguments on the motion. 


Testimony OKd 


But he urged newsmen not 


to use any of the testimony 
presented during the hearing 
until it had been cleared by 
the court. This would aid in 
the selection of a fair and im- 
partial jury, he added. 


Van Pelt subsequently al- 


lowed newsmen to use all of 
the testimony submitted, but 
ordered sealed the confessions 
which were presented as evi- 
dence at the hearing.

May Go To Moscow 


T h a n t met with Foreign 


Minister Swaran Singh and 
later met privately with the 
Soviet charge d'affaires in 
New Delhi, Alexei A. Rod- 
ionov. A U.N. spokesman said 
they discussed the posibility 
of Thant's return to U.N. 
headquarters in New Y o r k 
by way of Moscow. W h i l e 
U.N. officials said this would 
be only a stop to c h a n g e 
planes, there were reports 
Thant wanted to see Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin.

Pressure 


Indian 
officials privately 


acknowledged that if anything 
could force an end to the con- 
flict it would be pressure by 
the Soviet Union and o t h e r 
powers, especially the United 
States and Britain. 


Shastri did not meet Thant 


Monday, but called into ses- 
sion his full cabinet and later 
its emergency committee to 
discuss his meeting with the 
secretary-general Sunday. 


It was clear that a show of 


compromise by Shastri could 
seriously jeopardize his politi- 
cal future. Extremist political 
groups stepped up demands 
that Pakistan's military pow- 
er be destroyed. 


A New Delhi spokesman said 


Indian troops made f r e s h 
gains in Lahore and Sialkot 
sectors of the western front 
where huge tank forces are 
said to have battled for sev- 
eral days. 


Air strikes were called in 


near the Pakistani town of 
Kasur to help break up a 
counterattack, he said. 


India claimed all the fight- 


ing was on Pakistani territory 
and that Pakistani units had 
been hard hit. P a k i s t a n 
claimed, however, its forces 
routed two Indian infantry 
divisions and held some In- 
dian territory southwest of 
the city of Amritsar in Pun- 
jab state. 


There was no independent 


confirmation of either claim.

Betsy's Death Toll Climbs 
As Barge Search Goes On 


New Orleans UP) — Military 


authorities searched from 
dawn to dusk Monday for a 
sunken barge load of deadly 
chlorine as the New Orleans 
coroner scaled down drastical- 
ly his estimates on the num- 
ber of hurricane dead in 
downriver Plaquemines par- 
ish. 


Dr. Nicholas Chetta, the 


coroner, said late Monday 
night he learned that his 
earlier figure of 200 to 250 
bodies was wrong. 


After spending toe day hasti- 


ly preparing to receive that 
number, he finally reached 
Plaquemines parish officials 
by telephone late Monday 


night and was assured not 
more than 20 bodies were 
there. 


'Embarrassing' 


"It is a good embarrassing 


situation," said the coroner 
to newsmen. "I am very hap- 
py that it did not come 
about." 


Chetta blamed the mixup 


"on a lack of real communica- 
tions." He said his report of 
200 to 250 bodies was based on 
information supplied through 
a chain of amateur radio 
operators.

Car- 
roll Thompson left the meet- 
ing before the issue arose.

that he didn't believe in gov- 
ernment's entering into busi- 
ness that private enterprise 
can be handling. 


'No Further Need' 


He said the Municipal Gas 


Station service to the public 
served a purpose in stabilizing 
gas prices when it was start- 
ed, but there "is no need for 
public protection that munici- 
pal government should be 
involved in the selling of gas 
now." 


Comstock argued that many 


people used tbe facility and it 
"forms a leverage to k e e p 
prices regulated and from get- 
ting out of hand." 


Comstock compared the gas 


service to the city power ser- 
vice, noting that "if we hadn't 
had a City Power Plant, elec- 
tric rates would have been a 
great deal higher." 


$9,000 Profit 


A request for figures show- 


ing profit on the public service 
showed that the station re- 
alized about $9,000 profit in 
1964, with a gross profit per 
gallon at approximately sev- 
en cents per gallon. 


City Finance Director James 


Vlallon reported that about 
10% of the business is public 
business, with the remainder 
being for the City of Lincoln. 


Pointing out that the Muni- 


pal Station sells gas for 
about two to three cents less 
then competitive stations, Ma- 
son said: 


"We are deliberately charg- 


ing the same when we could 
charge less, so we are doing 
no great service for the public 


. . there is no excuse for 


the City being in private busi- 
ness competition with the pri- 
vate operators trying to pay 
income and property taxes 
and trying to make a living 
out of it."

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Power Of The Presidency

Suggestions 


A group of 13 scholars has come up 


with a thoughtful but not necessarily accu- 
rate analysis of some of the current trends 
In governments. They prepared a political 
science report on current government for 
the American 
Enterprise 
Institute for 


Public Policy Research, an organisation 
whose activities have not made it partic- 
ularly well known As a result of its cur- 
rent efforts, it will probably be tagged as 
a conservative group. 


The basic conclusion by the scholars was 


that the presidency is becoming too power- 


ful an office and t h e 
Congress is undergo- 
ing a 
corresponding 


weakening. Therefore, 
the g r o u p 
recom- 


mend5; certain changes aimed at rever- 
sai of this trend. Some of these changes 
might not be a bad idea, some of them 
would be objectionable and others would 
only trade one evil for another. The report 
takes issue with a growing administrative 
branch containing bureaus which, for a l l 
practical purposes, have no real responsi- 
bility. These bureaus are simply too large 
and too complex to be held responsible to 
Congress or the administration. 


There is, of course, a great deal of 


truth in this, as anyone who has ever dealt 
with the Washington administrative branch 
knows. Our federal government is a giant 
and it takes an expert to get things done 
with that giant. Even a single agency of 
government can present a maze through 
which the public must work. 


Yet, these agencies are the product of 


a constantly improving way of life for the 
American people and an ever broadening 
sense of social responsibility. In the early 
days of the industrial revolution, the con- 
science of the American people was jolted 
by poor working conditions. This led to a 
wide variety of laws governing the rela- 
tionship between employes and employers. 


* 
The thirties and the administration of 


Franklin D. Roosevelt saw the rise of much 
social legislation and the growth of regula- 
tory agencies as a product of growing in- 
dustrial power. And back beyond either 
of the above two periods was the adminis- 
tration of Abraham Lincoln which saw a 
need for federal improvement of the educa- 
tional system, assistance to American agri- 
culture and help from Uncle Sam in settle- 
ment of the new frontiers of the West. And 
when you speak of presidents with power, 
you might head the list with the first presi- 
dent of the United States, George Was- 
ington. He came into office on a wave of 
public adulation that he might well have 


ridden to a dictatorship, but it never came 
to pass. 


We see in government today the kind 


of responsiveness that has marked this na- 
tion from its inception, not something that 
is unique in our time. The only change lies 
in the circumstances, the environment in 
which we Mve today. The problems we 
face are different but the fact that we at- 
tack many of them through government is 
not foreign to us. Perhaps there is some 
danger In the accumulation over the years 
of a larger and larger role on the part 
of the federal government in the lives of its 
citizens but factual evidence of this is lack- 
ing. 


* 
\ot all the problems of today are found 


even in a field of interest that is any dif- 
ferent than it was a hundred years ago. 
We still are dealing heavily in education 
through the federal government, for in- 
stance, just as Lincoln did when he signed 
the Land Grant College Act. Unemployment 
is still a problem, just as it was in the de- 
pression years faced by F.D.R. 


The newest problem of all, perhaps, is 


found in the federal concern over the prob- 
lems of urban America. In the efforts to 
eliminate slums, to upgrade public trans- 
portation, to push the development of parks 
and public utilities and to deal with other 
problems of metropolitan age and growth, 
the federal government has embarked upon 
a relatively new adventure. 


That the leadership for much of what 


is being done at the current time comes 


from the administra- 
tive branch, specifical- 
ly the presidency, is a 
criticism of m e a n s 
without much founda- 


tion. In attacking the emergence of ideas 
and programs from the office of the presi- 
dent, the study group is taking issue with 
a quality of leadership we are prone to 
admire when it is absent and fear when it 
is present. To look today at Congress as a 
rubber stamp and lament its decline in 
power and responsibility are to deal in 
speculation.

The pendulum between Congress and the 
presidency has always swung back and 
forth insofar as cooperation between t h e 
two branches of government is concerned. 
-The fears of a dictatorship raised by the 
study group are fears over which we will 
not lose much sleep in view of all t h e 
facts. 


Admiration 


Perhaps A Good Step 


The Republican governors have decided 


on a more influential voice in national poli- 
tics. They now have an office in the same 
building that houses the Republican Na- 
tional Committee in Washington. 


This has caused some eyebrow rais- 


ing since it was mainly Republican gover- 
nors who opposed the policies of the last 
Republican presidential campaign and were 
an important factor later in the release of 
the National Chairman Dean Burch who 
has been succeeded by Chairman Ray Bliss. 


But before a fractionating fight begins 


over this, the elements of the party should 
face a few facts. 


One is that the party's strength in Con- 


gress hardly qualifies it for the historic role 
of party leadership. It is largely being 
swept along in the Johnson tide. 


On the other hand the Republican gov- 


ernors as heads of their states are most 
familiar with the problems that beset the 
grass roots. From them could come t h e 
new policies -needed for the re-invigora- 
tion of party followers. 


Furthermore, if all the elements of the 


party would do as the governors have done, 
namely headquarter in the same domicile 
that houses the national committee, bring- 
ing their concerns to the committee, the 
first important step toward party unity 
would be achieved. 


The governors, giving themselves an 


organized identity and remaining subject 
to the judgment of the national commit- 
tee could be the first significant step in 
that direction. 


There is a responsibility that goes with 


such an organization and the behavior of 
the governors in the coming months is a 
thing to be watched with interest. 


It's A Political Matter 


Russia has banned the showing of the 


American musical comedy, Hello D o l l y , 
which was originally scheduled into Mos- 
cow during October. 


At the same time much of the Russian 


press is attacking the American touring ex- 
hibition called "Architecture, U.S.A." "it is 
not saying much about the architecture but 
is asserting the Americans connected with 
this bit of cultural exchange are talking 
about the United States as though it were 
a paradise, not a country. It is also upset 
by statements that American workmen earn 
high salaries and that some of them buy 
stocks in corporations. In the Russian view 
this is just silly as are a good many other 
facts in the United States. 


America lays no lofty pretensions on 


culture, in the European sense. It has 
bought w h a t it considers its best art in 
Europe and 
considers British, French 


and German authors quite worth reading. 


But this is not the reason for Russian re- 
sentment. 


Things have not been going well in Rus- 


sia in recent months. There is a serious pro- 
duction deficit in agriculture, an unwilling- 
ness of the Russian people to live in Siberfa 
where much of the new industry has been 
developed. And then there is Red C h i n a 
which is the leader in a widespread divi- 
sion over Russian authority in tilings com- 
munistic. And there is trouble in the fields 
of art in literature within Russia itself. 


In the communist view art and litera- 


ture exist to glorify the state. Anything else 
is bad citizenship. Its writers, poets a n d 
artists have to be jerked up by the neck 
every few years because they stray into 
the realm of independent thought. There 
has been a - good deal of jerking lately 
and it is beginning to show up in the official 
attitude toward American exhibitions in 
these fields which do not represent "the 
right attitude." 


Science Not Only- Concern 


Chief Justice Earl Warren has spoken 


to an international group of justices and 
lawyers about the need and possibility of 
a world governed by law. It is a "neces'sity 
that we succeed in order to survive," he 
noted. 


A world governed by law as Justice 


Warren envisions it might not be exactly 
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what some people think. It is not a world in 
which there simply are laws by which var- 
ious nations live. We have this kind of 
world today but various nations still resort 
to war to settle their differences. 


What the justice is talking about is a 


body of law that is observed the same by 
all nations. It means that East and West 
both submit to and live by a certain legal 
code common to both. 


Such a development has tremendous po- 


litical overtones and there are those who 
believe that a world body of law would be 
an evil, not an advantage. But even with- 
out a world body of law, nations of the 
earth must find the means of living har- 
moniously on this planet. 


If it be through a world body of law 


or some other means, it will have to be 
accomplished through the dedication and 
understanding of humanity. It is, perhaps, 
the greatest demand the world faces today 
while most emphasis in the world is in an- 
other direction. 


We are tremendously concerned with 


matters of science but give little thought 
to the humanities through which peace will 
come if it ever is to come. The formula 
for peace will never be extracted from a 
test tube, a launching in space or any other 
scientific adventure. It will have to come 
from the mind of man and his understand- 
ing and appreciation of history, social stud- 
ies, economics, art and literature, political 
science, etc.

WASHINGTON — N e g r o 


registration, under the most 
sweeping voting rights bill 
in history, started off in the 
key state of Mississippi with 
a bang. It is still going rea- 
sonably well. But terror, eco- 
nomic pressure, fear for jobs, 
the influence of the p o w e r 
structure have begun to leave 
their impact. 


Nine days after 
federal 


registrars moved i n t o Le- 
Flore County, a 16-year-o 1 d 
Negro boy, Frederick L e e 
Thomas, was found on the 
highway between Sidon and 
Greenwood, dead. The coro- 
ner declared he was killed by 
a hit-and-run driver. The au- 
topsy was held so quickly — 
that night — and he w a s 
buried so speedily that Ne- 
groes were convinced he was 
murdered first, then tossed 
out on the highway. 


Dr. Daniel Trigg, patholo- 


gist with the Greenwood Le- 
Flore hospital, admitted that 
there was a "remote possi- 
bility that death was caused 
by other than a hit-and-run 
driver." 


Parents were told the body 


had to be buried without fur- 
ther delay, otherwise t h e 
county would bury him. All 
this added to the suspicion 
that Freddie Lee Thomas was 
the victim of the Klan's cam- 
paign to frighten Negroes 
away from federal regis- 
trars. 


Han threats to those who 


registered were in the open. 
Word from plantation own- 
ers that those who registered 
would have to move was not 
in the open. Net result: Civ- 
il rights workers who offered 
to take Negroes to the polls 
found them scared. They had 
decided not to take advantage 
of their new right to vote. 


This is the report f r o m 


one part of Mississippi. 


In Louisiana, here is t h e 


report from Henry Park, a 
civil rights leader in Bogalu- 
sa, where the most intensive 
drive in the state was staged 
to improve the Negroes' eco- 
nomic position:

WASHINGTON — M o r e 


and more, the broth in which 
every political cook has a 
hand is foreign policy. At a

The curse of the depart- 
ment is the eternal meetings 
out of which, after weary 
hours in smoke-filled rooms, 
comes all too frequently the 
timid common denominator 
of compromise. 
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A new target of criticism 


is the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, which not 
too many years ago was a 
center of light and leading 
as the focus of congressional 
power in the foreign-policy 
field The charge is that the 
committee has abdicated its 
responsibility and 
has let 


other bodies — the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Ener- 
cy. subcommittees of De- 
fense —• take over big chunks 
of its jurisdiction. 


Most critics put the blame 


not on Chairman J. William 
Fulbright. who went from 
the presidency of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas to Con- 
gress, but on the failure of 
committee members to car- 
ry their share of the load.

treaty. His reply was to the 
effect that the Soviet con- 
sulates would increase the 
danger to American security 
from espionages and put an 
added burden on the FBI.

Throughout periods of our history 'Con­ 
gress has been on an intermittent basis in 
a role of leadership and a role of following. 
The pendulum between Congress and the 
presidency has alway s swung back and 
forth insofar as cooperation between t h e 
two branches of gov ernment is concerned. 
The fears of a dictatorship raised by the 
study group are fears ov er which we will 
not lose much sleep in v iew of all t h e 
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Perhaps A Good Step 


The Republican gov ernors hav e decided 
on a more influential v oice in national poli­ 
tics. They now hav e an office in the same 
building that houses the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee in Washington. 
This has caused some ey ebrow rais­ 
ing since it was mainly Republican gov er­ 
nors who opposed the policies of the last 
Republican presidential campaign and were 
an important factor later in the release of 
the National Chairman Dean Burch who 
has been succeeded by Chairman Ray Bliss. 
But before a fractionating fight begins 
ov er this, the elements of the party should 
face a few facts. 
On e is tliat th e p arty 's stren g th in Co n ­ 
g ress h ardly q u alifies it fo r th e h isto ric ro le 
o f p arty leadersh ip . It is larg ely bein g 
swep t alo n g in th e Jo h n so n tide. 
On the other hand the Republican gov ­ 


ernors as heads of their states are most 
familiar with the problems that beset the 
grass roots. From them could come t li e 
new policies needed for the re-inv igora- 
tlon of party followers. 
Furthermore, if all the elements of the 
party would do as the gov ernors hav e done, 
namely headquarter in the same domicile 
that houses the national committee, bring­ 
ing their concerns to the committee, the 
first important step toward party unity 
would be achiev ed. 
The gov ernors, giv ing themselv es an 
organized identity and remaining subject 
to the judgment of the national commit­ 
tee could be the first significant step in 
that direction. 
There is a responsibility tkat goes with 
such an organization and the behav ior of 
the gov ernors in the coming months is a 
thing to be watched with interest. 


WASHINGTON - N e g r o 
registration, under the most 
sweeping v oting rights b i l l 
in history , started off in the 
key state of Mississippi with 
a bang. It is still going rea­ 
sonably well. But terror, eco­ 
nomic pressure, fear for jobs, 
the influence of the p ow e r 
structure hav e begun to leav e 
their impact. 
Nine day s 
after 
federal 
registrars mov ed i n t o Le- 
Flore County , a 16-y ear-o I d 
Negro boy , Frederick L e e 
Thomas, was found on th e 
highway between Sidon and 
Greenwood, dead. The coro­ 
ner declared he was killed by 
a hit-and-run driv er. The au­ 
topsy was held so quickly — 
that night — and he w a s 
buried so speedily that Ne­ 
groes were conv inced he was 
murdered first, then tossed 
out on the highway . 
Dr. Daniel Trigg, patholo­ 
gist with the Greenwood Le- 
Flore hospital, admitted that 
there was a “ remote possi­ 
bility that death was caused 
by other than a hit-and-run 
driv er.’’ 
I’arents were told the body 
had to be buried without fur­ 
ther delay , otherwise t h e 
county would bury him. All 
this added to the suspicion 
that Freddie Lee Thomas was 
the v ictim of the Klan’s cam­ 
paign to frighten Negroes 
away 
from 
federal 
regis­ 
trars.

At the same time mu ch o f th e Ru ssian 
pro.-».-' is attacking th e American to u rin g ex - 
h ih itio n called “ .\rch itectu re. U.S.A.” 
It is 
n o t say in g mu ch ah o u t 
the architecture but 
IS a.'scrtin g th e .\mericans connected with 
th is bit o f cu ltu ral ex change are talking 
abo u t th e Un ited States as though it were 
a p aradise, n o t a co u n try . 
It is also upset 
by statemen ts th at American workmen earn 
h ig h salaries an d th at 
some of them buy 
sto ck s in co rp o ratio n s. 
In the Russian v iew 
th is i.s ju st silly as are a good many other 
facts in th e Un ited States. 
America lay s n o lofty pretensions on 
culture, in th e Eu ro p ean sense. It has 
bought w h a t it considers its best art in 
Europe 
and 
co n .sidcrs 
British . 
Fren ch 
an d German au ih o r.s q u ite 
worth reading. 


But this is not the reason for Russian re­ 
sentment. 
Things hav e not been going well in Rus­ 
sia in recent months. There is a serious pro­ 
duction deficit in agriculture, an unwilling­ 
ness o f the Russian people to liv e in Siberia 
where much of the new industry has been 
dev eloped. And then there is Red C h i n a 
which is the leader in a widespread div i­ 
sion ov er Russian authority in things co m­ 
munistic. And there is trouble in the fields 
of art in literature within Russia itself. 
In the communist v iew art and litera­ 
ture ex ist to glorify the state. Any thing else 
is bad citizenship. Its writers, poets a n d 
artists hav e to be jerked up by the neck 
ev ery few y ears because they sti'av into 
the realm of independent thought. There 
has been a good deal of jerking lately 
and it is beginning to show up in the official 
attitude toward American ex hibitions in 
these fields which do not represent “ t h e 
right attitude.” 
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Science Not Only- Concern 
Ch ief Ju stice Earl Warren h as sp o k en 
to an in tern atio n al g ro u p o t ju stices an d 
lawy ers abo u t th e n eed an d p o ssibility o f 
a wo rld g o v ern ed by law. It is a “n ecessity 
th at we su cceed in o rder to su rv iv e," h e 
n o ted. 
A wo rld g o v ern ed by law as Ju stice 
Warren en v isio n s it mig h t n o t be ex actly 
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what some people think. It is not a world in 
which there simply are laws bv which v ar­ 
ious nations liv e. We hav e this kind of 
world today but v arious nations still resort 
to war to settle their differences. 
What the justice is talking about is a 
body of law that is observ ed the same bv 
all nations. It means that East and West 
both submit to and liv e by a certain legal 
code common to both. 
Such a dev elopment has tremendous po­ 
litical ov ertones and there are those who 
believ e that a world body of law would be 
an ev il, not an adv antage. But ev en with­ 
out a world body of law, nations of the 
earth must find the means of liv ing har­ 
moniously on this planet. 
If it be through a world body of law 
or some other means, it will hav e to be 
accomplished through the dedication and 
understanding of humanity . It is, perhaps, 
the greatest demand the world faces today 
w’hile most emphasis in the world is in an­ 
other direction. 
We are tremendously concerned with 
matters of science but giv e little thought 
to the humanities through which peace will 
come if it ev er is to come. The formula 
for peace will nev er be ex tracted from a 
test tube, a launching in space or any other 
scientific adv enture. It will hav e to come 
from the mind of man and his understand­ 
ing and appreciation of history , social stud­ 
ies, economics, ai’t and literature, political 
science, etc. 


WASHINGTON - M or e 
an d more, the broth in which 
ev ery political cook has a 
h an d is fo reig n 
policy . At a 
guess, the Senate can pro­ 
duce at least 50 willing and 
eager secretaries of state, 
and zealous amateurs ready 
to impose their pet preju­ 
dices flourish ev ery where. 
This is a phenomenon pe­ 
culiar to the United States, 
since in almost ev ery other 
country the my steries of for­ 
eign policy are left to spe­ 
cialists with the proper cre­ 
dentials. Foreign observ ers 
are astonished at the degree 
to which spokesmen for spe­ 
cial interests manage to fix 
the direction to one phase or 
another of .American policy . 
With so many hands com­ 
peting for control of the for­ 
eign policy mix ture, the net 
result is that the ov erriding 
national interest is often lost 
in the scuffle. 
At the same time the tra­ 
ditional centers of authority 
in the foreign-policy field are 
under a mounting barrage 
of criticism. In the State De­ 
partment. the target is an 
ov ergrown bureaucracy that 
f r a gm e n t s responsibili­ 
ty . The curse of the depart­ 
ment is the eternal meetings 
out of which, after weary 
hours in smoke-filled rooms, 
comes all too frequently the 
timid common denominator 
of compromise.

A new target of criticism 
is tlie Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, which not 
too many y ears ago was a 
center of light and leading 
as the focus of congressional 
power in the foreign-policy 
field. The charge is that the 
committee has abdicated its 
responsibility 
and 
has 
let 
other bodies — the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Ener­ 
gy , 
subcommittees 
of De-. 
fense — take ov er big chunks 
of its jurisdiction. 


Most critics put the blame 
not on Chairman J. William 
Fulbright, who went from 
the presidency of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Arkansas to Con­ 
gress, but on the failure of 
committee members to car­ 
ry their share of the load. 
Again and again Fulbright 
has taken a bold lead in for­ 
eign policy , only to find his 
troops either absent from the 
field or in public rebellion.

How intruders poach on 
the foreign-policy field was 
nowhere 
better illustrated 
than in the case of the con­ 
sular treaty with the Sov iet 
Union. This was a modest 
proposal to open two consu­ 
lates in each country . 
At a congressional hear­ 
ing. FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoov er was asked about the 
treaty . His reply was to the 
effect that the Sov iet con­ 
sulates would increase the 
danger to American security 
from espionages and put an 
added burden on the FBI. 
Though the treaty has been 
adv anced as a s m a l l step 
toward the Kennedy -John son 
goal of broader understand­ 
ing with the Sov iet Union, 
the Hoov er warning seemed 
to kill it. Members of th e 
Foreign Relations 
Commit­ 
tee, f a c i n g re-election in 
states 
w h e r e 
ex tremist 
groups are activ e, would not 
go against the word of 
t h e 
FBI director. 
This points up a weakness 
of committee—its size a n d 
the sensitiv ity of its mem­ 
bers to pressure groups. In 
the old day s, its 13 members 
(now 19 ), chosen by the lead­ 
ership for maturity and a se­ 
cure place in the political 
firmament, could make more 
n e a r l y independent deci­ 
sions. This was particularly 
true of Southerners who had 
mov ed up the seniority lad­ 
der.

In Louisiana, here is t h e 
report from Henry Park, a 
civ il rights leader in Bogalu- 
sa, where the most intensiv e 
driv e in the state was staged 
to improv e the Negroes’ eco­ 
nomic position: 
“ As far as I can see t h o 
summer in Bogalusa was a 
failure. The few gains—t w o 
Negroes on the police force, 
sev en children in the schools, 
another woman working at 
Crown Zellerbach— are n ot 
really impressiv e. The busi­ 
nessmen remain intransigent. 
There seem to be no plans to 
re-open the parks, prov ide 
for adequate sewage, s i d e ­ 
walks and street pav ing in 
the Negro section. 
“ Worst of all, it seems v ery 
ev ident that the Klan w i l l 
soon resume its regular ac­ 
tiv ities of terror and v i o- 
lence.” 
That’s the report from one 
part of Louisiana.

Hu­ 
man footsteps no longer ex ­ 
cite the floor boards as they 
did when y oung men and 


women climbed them. There 
was an ex pression of v igor 
of its y esterday s . . . the 
well-worn 
thresholds 
when 
doors swung wide for y outh 
and learning, the old clock 
still upon the wall and in 
working condition that sum­ 
moned 
t h e 
beginning 
of 
classes, and the rambling 
halls that echoed the past. 
The sight of the place must 
hav e aroused silent whisper­ 
ings of imagination, for an 
old school may be empty of 
its tenants, y et it holds a cer­ 
tain tenacious m e a n i n g. 
Though it may be a v acant 
shell, crumbling into a cul­ 
tural past, and awaiting the 
wrecker’s bar, it still mov es 
a man in a way that is all 
its own.

Many folks still young

feel the same way M i s s 
Cass does. They think it 
must be dreadful residing in 
a community with no one 
around but older people. 


What they forget is t h a t 


elders seldom think of them- 
selves or their contempor- 
aries as being old. As t h e 
late Bernard Baruch said 
on his 90th birthday, "I al- 
ways think of an older per- 
son as someone about 10 
years older than myself." 


The young may shrink in 


horror at the thought of 
spending their days with 
folks past 65. But folks past 
that milestone are general- 
ly glad to be away from the 
noisy shouts of youngsters, 
and happy to be rubbing el- 
bows with folks who know 
who you're talking a b o u t 
when you mention Atwater 
Kent, Gloria Swanson, Dr. 
Townsend and O. 0. Mcln- 
tyre. 


Such persons have v e r y 


little in common with young- 
er couples who have grow- 
ing families. They love see- 
ing their children regularly, 
and adore their grandchil- 
dren — but in very small 
doses. 


It's not as though they 


never see younger people. 
Young folks with their fam- 
ilies are always dropping 
by at retirement colonies to 
visit grandma and grandpa, 
and maybe have a swim in 
the pool.

When you go to a modern 


retirement colony which of- 
fers stimulating activities 
for guests, you'll hear such 
disciminatory comments as, 
"What a joy not to have kids 
running over my lawn." 
"How nice to go to the laun- 
dromat and not be surround- 
ed by young mothers in 


slacks and screaming ba- 
bies." 


Integration is a noble so- 


cial objective. But there's 
an inherent tendency in hu- 
mans to gravitate toward 
those who are most like 
themselves. Thus, y o u t h 
seeks youth, and elders will 
always feel most at ease 
and relaxed with those who 
share their mantle of years.

Lancaster District J u d g e 


William Hastings Monday en- 
tered an order that the state 
agriculture director a c t e d 
\vithin his authority in firing 
Burwell veterinarian Dr. Wal- 
ter E. Long. 


As reported earlier, Judge 


Hastings' memorandum opin- 
ion stated that State Agricul- 
ture Director Pearle F. Fini- 
gan acted within the scope of 
his authority when he ter- 
minated Dr. Long's contract 
as state livestock inspector 
at the Burwell Auction Barn. 


Dr. Long had appealed to 


the court on grounds that Fin- 
igan had forced his resigna- 
tion because of the veterin- 
arian's refusal to allow t w o 
truckloads of allegedly dis- 
eased cattle to be sold after 
their arrival at the Burwell 
Auction Barn in November, 
1963. 


Dr. L o n g contended that

The Socialists fell on an up- 


surge of right and left-wing

among Norway's 


2.4 million voters. Incomplete 
returns indicated they may 
have lost as many as four 
seats, more than enough to 
tumble them from power. 


Gerhardsen ruled with less 


i than an absolute majority in 
the 150-seat storting (parlia- 
ment). His Socialists held 74 
'seats and the four opposition 
parties also held a total of 74 
seats. Gerhardsen required 
the support of two members 
of the leftist Socialist Peo- 


ple's Party, a splinter group 
opposed to Norway's member- 
ship in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO^.

against the grain so much 
that they are easy to over- 
look when they arise. Such 
plays occur so rarely that 
they amount to curiosities, 
but their very infrequency— 
coupled with their unusual 
character — makes t h e s e 
plays all the more interest- 
ing when they occur. 


Here is an example. South 


becomes declarer at f i v e 
clubs on the bidding shown. 
West leads a spade and 
South wins the nine with the 
ace. It certainly seems that 
South must go down one if 
you see all four hands, but 
yet it is possible to make the 
contract despite the three 
seemingly unavoidable losers 
in spades and hearts. 


Furthermore, the winning 


line of play is entirely rea- 
sonable even if the oppo- 
nents' cards are not seen. 
It does not require any great 
stretch of the imagination 
for declarer to assume that 
West has an eight-card suit 
to justify his leap to four 
diamonds. 


Once this assumption is 


made, it becomes easier to 
find the winning line of play. 
Declarer cashes the ace of 
clubs at trick two, enters 
dummy with a trump, and 
then finesses the queen of 
hearts. 


When the finesse succeeds, 


he cashes the ace. He next 
plays the ace of diamonds, 
and on this trick, plays the 
king from dummy! 


This astounding play is fol- 


lowed by a low diamond 
which West is forced to win. 
When West leads 
another 


diamond, South discards a 
heart from dummy and a 
spade from his hand. 


And when West leads still 


another diamond, South ruffs 
it in dummy, discarding the 
last spade from his hand. 
S o u t h loses two diamond 
tricks but easily makes the 
rest by ruffing a heart in 
dummy. 


There is nothing particu- 


larly instructive about the 
hand, since such an extraor- 
dinary type of play is not apt 
to occur in the course of an 
ordinary lifetime, but, just 
the same, the hand ranks 
high as an interesting curi- 
osity.

Better Every Year? 


Listening to football coaches talk about their confer- 


ences is somewhat akin to listening to the Nebraska 
Game Commission talk about the pheasant population — 
it gets better every year. 


Simple logic says things can't improve every year. If 


you'll remember a year ago, Big Eight coaches were ex- 
pounding the theory that every team in the league would 
be improved. Oklahoma and Iowa State shot that theory 
down. 


This year, the coaches are saying the same thing, but 


for the most part, you can believe them this time around. 
But when they tell you any team in the league can beat 
any other team on any given Saturday, you're excused if 
you break into laughter. 


Threat To Each Other 


Although all signs point to an improved conference 


this season, the idea that it is completely balanced is 
phooey. A couple of teams in the league shouldn't beat 
anyone on any given Tuesday let alone on Saturday. 


The only records Kansas State and Iowa State should 


threaten are each others and you can give the Cyclones 
the edge there because they have three of four top play- 
ers while the Wildcats miss that mark by a couple. 


While seven Big Eight coaches (Devaney, Devine, 


Jones, Cutchin, Crowder, Weaver, and Mitchell) see the 
league as a one-level affair, one coach (Stapleton) sees 
it as a two-level league and the Big Eight Skywriters see 
it as a three-level race, how about going a step farther 
and making it a four-level structure. 


Huskersf Mizzou On Top 


You have to put Nebraska on top (forgetting the fel- 


low who picked them last in the Kansas pre-season poll) 
with Missouri itsx:hief challenger. 


That's the top floor. Getting off on the third floor are 


Oklahoma and Oklahoma State. The next strata belongs 
to Colorado and Kansas. Then you skip a floor before you 
get to the bottom where Iowa State and Kansas State 
will reside. 


Most likely team to upset the whole affair is Oklahoma 


State where coach Phil Cutchin has a squad loaded with 
sophomores — and remember these are Cutchin-re- 
cruited sophomores. Our pick for the first shocker of the 
year is an Oklahoma State win over Missouri in their 
opening Big Eight contest Sept. 25 at Stillwater. 


How About Nebraska? 


What about Nebraska? How can you keep from pick- 


ing them 10-0? The fact is you could pick them 10-0, but 
after being saddled with the job of trying to live up to a 
No. 1 national rating, why pile any more monkeys on 
coach Bob Devaney's shoulders? 


Before wild-eyed Scarlet-clad Cornhusker fans start 


counting 10 wins, they might think about the problems 
that loom during a 10-game schedule. First, there is the 
matter of injury. The Buskers can hardly afford injuries 
at several positions. 


Second, there is the matter of trying to keep a top- 


rated team mentally ready through the 10-game haul week 
in and week out. 


And thirdly, the most important, are four little words 


—Missouri, Oklahoma State and Oklahoma. Nebraska 
should go into the Missouri game unbeaten while the Ti- 
gers conceivably could have three and possibly four 
losses by then with the non-conference schedule of Ken- 
tucky, Minnesota and UCLA plus a possible loss at Okla- 
homa State behind them when the Buskers invade Co- 
lumbia Oct. 30. 


If Nebraska is fortunate enough to get by the Tigers, 


they should take the unbeaten mark into the Nov. 13 game 
at Stillwater against Oklahoma State. 


The Cowboys quite likely could go into this game 


with an unbeaten conference record and with only an 
opening loss to Arkansas marring their season. 


If they do, LOOK OUT! Cutchin has a gang of ani- 


mals at OSU and if they can stay in title contention this 
late, they'll be higher than a sailor who has just gotten 
his back pay on Saturday night. 


And if you get by the rugged Cowboys, there's still 


that Turkey Day bout with Oklahoma, another team that 
could still be in the championship picture when they face 
Nebraska. 


With that outlook, the season could be anywhere be- 


tween 10-0 and 7-3. But let's call it 9-1, figuring a loss 
to either Missouri, Oklahoma State or Oklahoma, but not 
to more than one of them. 


And a 6-1 mark will be good enough to win the Big 


Eight for a third straight year, but it.won't get you the 
national championship. Only 10-0 will do that.

CORNHUSKER FOOTBALL FANS OUT-NUMBERED BY 800 MILLION CHINESE

The 50,000 Nebraska football fans who 


will jam Memorial Stadium six Satur- 
day's this fall, plus the several thousands 
who won't get in because they won't fit, 
may find it hard to believe that there 
could be at least 800 million people who 
couldn't care less about Cornhusker foot- 
ball. 


But NU head coach Bob Devaney 


pointed this fact out to the 400 fans who 
attended Monday's opening Extra Point 
Club Quarterback Luncheon. 


"I couldn't sleep last night because I 


was worrying about the upcoming game 
with Texas Christian," he quipped to the 
NU fans. "Then I suddenly realized that 
there are 800 million Chinese who don't 
give a damn whether we win or not. 


"And 
besides that, the main t h i n g 


these boys are in school for is an educa- 
tion. At least, that's what we told their 
parents when we recruited them." 


Turning to a serious vein, Devaney 


noted this year's Scarlet and Cream grid 
outfit could be good "if the veterans come 
back hungry and if they don't believe what 
is being printed about them. 


"We can be good, but there are still 


a lot of questions to be answered." 


The Husker head coach warned NU 


fans, "don't rush out and start ordering 
bowl tickets yet. 


"A lot of people ask me what bowl I 


would prefer to go to, but there is still a 
50-50 chance that we'll be sitting at home 
in front of a TV set watching someone 
else playing in the bowl games." 


Detaney told the luncheon group that 


the offensive interior line remains a prob- 
lem as the Buskers approach Satur- 
day's opener with Texas Christian.

The Busker coach indicated his staff 


is still toying with the idea of shifting de- 
fensive middle guard Walt Barnes to the 
offensive center spot. 


"We may use him there occasionally," 


Devaney observed. "And if we find that 
our current centers are not working out 
right, we may move him permanently to 
the offensive platoon." 


Injuries likely will rob the Black Shirt 


defensive unit of two more starters, leav- 
ing only seven returnees from that unit 
ready for TCU. 


Defensive halfback Ted Vactor and 


end Mike Grace are both doubtful for the 
Saturday 
opener 
and 
Devaney said 


he would likely start Marv Mueller in Vac- 
tor's spot and Bill Baug at Grace's end 
slot. 


Devaney expressed some dissatisfac- 


tion with his defensive tackles. 


"John Strohmyer hasn't played as 


well this fall as he did a year ago nor as 
he did last spring," Devaney pointed out. 
The Huskers have Fairbury sophomore 


Jim McCord running behind Strohmyer at 
the left tackle position on defense. 


Richard Czap, a returning starter at 


right tackle, missed all of spring drills and 
is battling for his job with Caret Stith, a 
Lincoln Southeast graduate. 


The NU mentor called the Big Eight 


"the best balanced since I've been at .Ne- 
braska. 


"Oklahoma is always going to be 


good." he cautioned. "Oklahoma S t a t e 
could finisli anywhere from first to fourth. 
Kansas is a darkhorse and could be better 
than a year ago. 


"Colorado and Kansas State are 


definitely better and the sports writers 
who visited the camps say Iowa State is 
hitting better than a year ago and t h a t 
they have found a passing attack. A pass- 
ing attack is about all they needed last 
year." 


Devaney also warned the fans not 


to take the non-conference slate likely. 


"Texas Christian seldom loses its 


opener and they always come up with a 
good effort in that first game," he noted.

Houston U&—Willie Mays his his 500th career homer and 


Juan Marichal won his 22nd game while driving in two 
runs, sparking the National League-leading San Francisco 
Giants to their llth straight victory, a 5-1 decision over 
Houston Monday night. 


The triumph gave the rampaging Giants a ZVz-game lead 


over idle Los Angeles, the largest margin anyone has had in 
the hectic race in a month. 


Marichal,~who was booed by 


Houston fans, scattered eight 
hits, tying Sandy Koufax as 
the winningest pitcher in the 
majors. The victory was his 
third against one defeat since 
he was suspended for hitting 
John Roseboro on the head 
with a bat. 


The Giants gave Marichal a 


safe bulge when they erupted 
for four runs in the fourth in- 
ning. 


Leading off, Mays, trig- 


gered the outburst, smashing 
a 3-1 pitch from Don Notte- 
bart into the center field 
stands. It was his 47th homer 
of the season and put him in 
the 500-class with Babe Ruth, 
Jimmy Foxx, Ted Williams 
andMelOtt. 


Ott hit 511 homers, so 12 


more would make Mays the 
greatest home run hitter in 
National League history.

Texas Christian Starter Makes Liar Out Of Doctor 


Fort Worth, Tex.—Less than three months ago, Bobby 


Barker lay in a Galveston hospital bed and heard a car- 
dioangiologist say: "You can't play football this season." 


The TCU senior football tackle from LaMarque lis- 


tened in disbelief. The operation to cut out varicose veins 
in his right Ing was to have been a minor one. 


"It will be a year, maybe longer, before you will be 


able to run on that leg," added the specialist, who had re- 
moved six varicose veins instead of three. 


"I just couldn't believe it," recalls Barker. "Here I 


had won a starting position in spring training ... had taken 
a month off my summer job ... 
had spent $500 of my 


own money for the operation. Now he was telling me this." 


Bobby made n decision then. "1 left it «p to God to help 


me heal my leg." 


Two and one-half months later, Barker returned to the 


cardioangiologist for a check-up. 


"I knew what the doctor was going to say. I knew my 


leg bad healed. He was simply amazed. He said it normally 


took a year for an operation like mine to mend. He told 
me I could play if I would promise to wear my support 
stockings and continue to take care of my leg." 


How did the miracle come about? 
"I worked out every day," related Barker. "I massaged 


that leg for 60 minutes every night. And I prayed. I 
proved to that specialist that I could get my leg well with 
a positive attitude." 


Ill fortune has shadowed Barker since he cracked an 


ankle bone during two-a-day drills his sophomore season 
when he was running at the No. 2 fullback position. 


When he starts against Nebraska, the nation's No. 1 


pre-season ranked team in two football polls, it will mark 
his first playing time as a varsity man. 


Bobby dirtn'l make the grade as an end his junior 


season. Then after the two-a-day grind last fall, he asked 
if he might assist the freshman team as a siiidcnt coach. 


"I wasn't helping the team sitting on the bench. I knew 


Uic mistakes I was making and 1 could sec some of them 


in the freshman players and wanted to correct them. It 
was good experience. It made me a better player." 


Three days before the opening of spring training 


Barker approached Coach Abe Martin and asked for one 
more chance. It was granted. 


The first day of practice, a starting tackle failed to 


show up. Martin yelled for Barker. 


"I don't think Coach Martin had me in mind as either 


a guard or tackle until this unexpected opening occurred. 
I made up my mind that no one was going to beat me 
out when I got in there."

river basin to another. 


In addition, the attorneys 


argued that the law under 
which Jones acted "lays 
down no criteria or standards 
by which the director is to de- 
termine the grant or denial 
of the permit." 


Therefore, they said, Jones 
'is left to his own arbitrary 
whim or caprice to determine 
how he shall act."

that was recognized by the 
C.S. in the 1851 treaty of Ft. 
Laramie. 


He said the commission did 


recognize that the 
Sioux 


owned the land but fixed the 
western boundary in such a 
ft-ay that the total acreage 
was cut down. 


The original claim, he said, 


Involved some 25 million 
acres. Snosky estimated that 
the order "lopped off some 6 
to 8 million acres." 


Under the treaty, Snosky 


said, the land was held to run 
along a range of mountains 
known as the Black Hills. 
However, he said the commis- 
sion fixed this western bound- 
ary along a watershed which 
is not within 50 miles of any 
mountain. "It is level, rolling 
country," Snosky said. 


The attorney said he had 


advised the Sioux that he felt 
this order by the commission 
was wrong and should be ap- 
pealed to the court of claims 
when the appropriate time 
comes. 


He said this could not be 


done until a final judgment 
is handed down by the com- 
mission in the over-all case 
which involves claims by the 
Sioux and other tribes to an 
estimated total of 39 million 
acres of South Dakota land.

Washington 
— The Indian 
Claims Commission has rec- 
ogni25ed the Sioux nation’s 
claim to western South Da­ 
kota land but cut the acreage 
involved. 
Marv in Sno sky , an atto rney 
fo r the Indians, said Mo nday 
the intermediate o rder was is­ 
sued in a case which centered 
aro und the o wnership o f co un­ 
try west o f the Misso uri Riv er 
that was reco gnized by the 
U.S. in the 18 51 treat;^ o f Ft. 
Laramie. 
He said the commission did 
recogmze 
that 
th e 
Sioux 
(owned the land but fix ed the 
western boundary in such a 
way that the total acreage 
was cut down. 
The original claim, he said, 
involved s o me 25 million 
acres. Snosky estimated that 
the order “lop p ed off some 6 
to 8 million acres.” 
Under the treaty , Snosky 
saM, the land was l^ld to run 
along a range of mountains 
known as the Black Hills. 
However, he said the commis­ 
sion fix ed this western bound­ 
ary along a watershed which 
is not within 50 miles of any 
mountain. “It is level, rolling 
country ,” Snosky said. 
The atto rney said he had 
adv ised the Sio ux that he felt 
this o rder by the co mmissio n 
was wro ng and sho uld be ap­ 
pealed to the co urt o f claims 
when the appro priate time 
co mes. 
He said this could not be 
done until a final judgment 
is handed down by the com­ 
mission in the over-all case 
which involves claims by the 
Sioux and other tribes to an 
estimated total of 39 million 
acres of South Dakota land.
